These colleges are built'like castles 
in order, as their name “Ordensbur- 
gen” suggests, to emphasise their 
quasi-military character as cadet 
schools bearing out the mediaeval 
tradition of the “Teutonic Knigh' hd 
It was the monastic order of Teutonic 
Knights who maintained ‘order. over & 
wide area of what is now Prussia in 
early barbaric days. Hitler has 8 
romantic predilection in favour of a 
moderri equivalent of. such “orders,” 
plighted to fidelity to himself. 

This emulation of his opponents in 
their most formidable ‘aspect reveals a 
tactical instinct—to imitate. and un~- 
dermine. Hitler is a sworn enemy of 
Free Masonry and of monastic orders 
pledged to religious faith, because he 
fears any competition with his own 
organisations. Hence at. Burg Vogel- 
sang students learn to vilify thelr op- 
ponents by all possible means. That 
is part of their training as “political 
warriors for National Socialism.” 

This future elite of the Nazi® party 
is schooled in unquestioning acceptan- 
ce of the ideas propounded by.
